When determining who is a “reasonable person” for purposes of the 

endorsement test, “[t]he relevant issue is whether an objective 

observer, acquainted with the text, legislative history, and 

implementation of the statute, would perceive it as a state 

endorsement” of religion.

Due Process Whether the government action “shocks the 

conscience”
Rochin v. California

(1) whether ‘the average person, applying contemporary 

community standards’ would find that the work, ‘taken as a whole,’ 

appeals to ‘prurient interest’ (2) whether the work depicts or 

describes, in a patently offensive way, sexual conduct specifically 

defined by the applicable state law, and (3) whether the work, 

‘taken as a whole,’ lacks serious literary, artistic, political, or scientific 

value.
